Five- 
year board member Loretta 
Heard has been named to 
head the school board in 
one of its most critical years. 
She was elected at the 
board’s reorganization 
meeting, held Jan. 2 

Heard, who was elected to 
the board in 1981 and re- 
elected last November, will 
replace former president 
Steven Eibling, who will 
remain the board. Serv- 
ing as vice-president will be 
Robert Wd@jlier, who replaced 
James Ebright on the board. 

Heard had been a fore- 
gone choice to be the next 


board president. The school 
board presidency is gener- 
ally rotated among the 
members on an annual 
basis. However, the board's 
previous Black female 
member, Marie Castleman, 
was never elected president. 

Weiler had been Heard’s 
choice to serve as vice- 
president, and ‘Bob was 
thrilled” to be considered,

Time, money running out 
for Singletary PlazaMart

“| really wish we could have 
had a little more time,” Rick 
Singletary said recently, as he 
anticipated a Jan. 15 hearing 
on his Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
action. 

But it appears that time--and 


money--finally. ran out, as the 
$4.1 million PlazaMart seemed 
early this week about to sink 
into total bankruptcy. 

The final death blow may 
have been struck Dec. 10, 
when U.S. Bankruptcy judge 
Duane Kelleher ordered Sin- 
gletary to submit a reorganiza- 
tion plan by Jan. 15. The reor- 


ganization plan wouid have to 
be sufficiently well-funded to 
operate the store and begin the 
repayment of creditors 
As the Jan. 15 date neared, 
Singletary was besieged by 
powerful forces which he did 
not have the time--or money-- 
to combat, and the PlazaMart

“I'm still considering it now,” 
Esny was.quoted as saying 
regarding his possible candi- 
dacy for the council presidency. 

However, Espy added that he 
believed current president 
Hammond.was “doing a good 
job.” 

Hammond was quoted.in the 
Columbus Dispatch as ex- 
pressing an interest in continu- 
ing in the position, noting that 
he had only been council pres- 
ident for two years, and he was 
“just starting now.” 

Espy’s name has been broa- 
dened before as a possible 
candidate for the post. 
Allegedly, some Republicans 
had been considering the 
development of a coalition, 
behind Espy, which would 
place him in the chair.

Carmel Hospital where it was 
learned she had.suffered a 
fractured skull. Kathleen died 
five days later as a result of this 
injury 

It is believed she was struck 
with a heavy, blunt instrument.

According to McNeal, to 
qualify for the homestead 
exemption, an individual must 
be at least 65 years old during 
1986 or totally disabled, have a 
total income of not more than 
$15,000 for the preceding year 
for the applicant and spouse 
and, own and live.in his own 
home as of Jan. 1. 

Disabled applicants must 
have a certificate of disability, 
signed by al physician, an 
agency or psychologist, verify- 
ing that they are totally and 
permanently disabled.

Total income includes the 
income of her owner(s) of the 
home, and includes the income 
of a spouse of the owner, even 
though the spouse may not 
actually be an owner.

It will be two years from now that 
life in your nation’s capital will 
change. 

Over the last forty years, the 


White House at 1700 Pennsylvania . 


Avenue in the District of Columbia 
has been the home of presidents. 
responsible for revolutionary, 
social and economic changes in 
the United States. R 
There was the “New Deal” o 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr.; the 
post-World War I! days of Eisen- 
hower, which ushered in the 
Warren Court that fashioned the 
biggest civil rights triumphs of the 
movement; the short-lived Came- 
lot days of John F. Kennedy, 


‘ended by an assassin’s bullet and 


the civil rights legislative victories 
of the early years of Lyndon B. 
Johnson. 


“~~ LBuJ's social! civil rights victories 


were tarnished by a controversial 
Vietnam War. It was those of a pol- 
itical paradox that a Martin Luther 
King, Jr., rose to international 
‘prominence for his non-violent 
philosophy and his commitment to 
world peace, which virtually 
ostracized him from the Black 
VIPs in LBJ’s inner circle for his 
opposition to the Vietnam War. 

Dr. King, as we all know, was 
struck down by an assassin's 
bullet. 

Then came the Richard Nixon 
years. lronically,.he was a presi- 
dent whose lifelong dream to 
become president ended in a 
nightmare. His occupancy in the 
White House was dramatically cut 
short by the legendary Watergate 
Scandal. 

Gerald Ford completed Nixon's 


president. Rhodes wiil be 77 on 
election day, 1986, and he is 
already attempting to defuse the 
age issue by fronting his running 
mate, Robert A. Taft Il, 43: Despite 
the fact that Taft is as dull as dish- 
water, he has something that Jim 
Rhodes no longer has -- youth. 

Rhodes has something to lose, 
too: his legend of invincibility. 
Rhodes is a man of almost mythi- 
cal proportions in Ohio politics, 
whose 50-year record has been 
one of victory after victory with 
only an occasional (3) defeat. 

Yet observes of the Rhodes 
phenomenon often forgot that the 
two-term limit for governors 
seems to have been the best thing- 
that happened to Rhodes: At the 
end of his first two-term hitch, with 
the guns from Kent State ringing in 
the voters’ ears, Rhodes was de- 
feated'in a Republican primary in. 
his race for the U.S. Senate. And, 
in 1982, after having been forced 
to break his "no new taxes” pledge 
on several occasions, Rhodes 
would have faced certain defeat 
had be been on the ballot that year. 

Now, he is coming back fresh 
trom a four-year hiatus away from | 
the voters. At this point, his legend 
is intact. However, Rhodes also

The level of personat debt has 
become alarming, particulary, in 
light of mogest increases in per- 
sonal income and dwindling levels 
of personal s@vings. It was no 
wonder that mortgage delinquen- 
cies, foreclosures and persona!

record highs..As a consequence, 
‘banks and other lending institu- 
tions are likely to impase tighter 
credit restrictions in 1986.. This 
means. that many families which 
could have qualified for mort- 
gages on homes in 1985 will-find it 
more difficult to do so 


Budget Deficit 

The budget deficit will continue 
to loom as one of the major prob- 
lems facing Congress and the 
President in 1986. For those of you 
who are not students of econom- 
its, a budget-deticit océurs 
because the government spends 
more money than it takes in- The 


* government's source of revenues 


is the taxes it collects from its 
citizens. 

One does not have to be an eco- 
nomic genius to realize that there 
are only two ways to reduce a 
budget deficit; raise taxes or 
reduce government spending 
Both are a bitter pill to swallow. 
Nevertheless, it is apparent that 
the President and Congress .will 
attempt to act on the budget deficit 
problem in 1986. +" 

The Gramm-Rudman budget- 
balancing bill, which is currently 
making its,way through Congress, 
is evidence of that fact. Thus, 1986 
is likely to see sharper government 
spending, possibly coupled witha 
tax increase. Reduced govern- 
ment spending undoubtedly will 
be accomplished through some 
reduction in government sector 
employment. 

Interest Rates 

You may find mixed blessings 
with interest rates in 1986. Rates 
will be likely to increase modestly 
and should be less volatile than in 
any recent year. A slowdown in real 
growth in the second half of 1986 
should set the stage for another 
round of rate declines since real 
interest rates are in a long-run 
downward trend. 

The only thing that could pro- 
voke higher rates is a sharp rise in 
inflation, which seems unlikely at 
least through early 1987. Lower 
interest rates will make it easier for 
consumers to make major pur- 
chases, such as automobiles and 
houses. 

The fact that federal fund rates 
arenot likely to rise. above 8.5 per-

Treasury bonds above 10.5 per- 
cent on a sustained basis means 
that investors must look to forms

Conaress is currently working 
on anew tax law that is intended to 
make major reforms in the current 
tax law. The intent of the new laws 


__to merely simplify the current law 


and ‘not increase taxes. However, 
as | stated earlier, as Congress and 
the President continue to wrestle 
with the budget deficit problem, 
sooner or. later they will have to 
announce to the American public 
that reducing the huge budget 
deficit cannot be accomplished 
through government spending 
cuts alone; a tax increase is 
necessary. 

However, since 1986 is an elec- 
tion year for many Congressmen, 
a tax increase will probably be put 
off until 1987. Thus, the new law 
that will be passed in 1986 will 
probably be “revenue neutral.” But 
be: aware. Before the ink dries 
good on the new.1986 law, Con-

paper from their ad hoc com- 


mittee outlining experiences... 


with the “Foundations for 
Learning: Language” curricu- 
lum which has been designed 
to combat many of the con- 
cerns to be addressed by the 
select committee's manifesto. 
The “Foundations for Learn- 
ing” curriculum has been deve- 
loped at Central State and cur- 
rently is in use in high schools 
and colleges throughout the 
country. 

In their presentation, "A 
Time for Action, A Catt for 
Change,” Lee and Dr. Roberts 
defined factors contributing to 
“the two-tiered educational 
system that holds Black stu- 
dents captive in urban 
schools.” 

“The majority of Black, 
inner-city students,” they said, 
“have a long career of low 
achievement and failure which 
has created a school-com- 
munity where the accepted 
norms are governed by aca- 
demic failure.”

led students and teachers to 
accept the myth that these stu- 
dents can not learn and that 
achievers are exceptions,” 
‘they said. 


Lee and Dr. Roberts said’ 


Blacks and other students fail 
because they have been 
denied the opportunity to 
acquire the language skills 
necessary to cross the thre- 
shold of learning. “Without the 


basicskills of réading, writing, . 


speaking, listening and critical 


thinking, students can master: 
little else,” they said. 

Reporting on the success 
which has been experienced in 
schol systems throughout the 
country with the use of the 
“Foundatons for Learning” 
curriculum, Lee and Dr. 
Roberts said the program 
stresses the importance of stu- 
dents’ self esteem and the cen- 
trality.of language competence 
to all learning. 

The select committee is con- 
sidering the implications of the 


“Foundations for Learning” 
curricuium as the first phase in 
the development of its national 
manifesto to define critical 
needs and call for effective 
action to move youth in Ameri- 
ca’s central cities-into the 
mainstream. 

Dr. Thomas said the select 
committee will present its 
manifesto to the public in April 
to focus national attention on 
the concerns for the educa- 
tional development of Ameri- 
ca's youth.

Other schools of thought 
say;:Blacks are disproportion- 
atelyvepresented.as victims 
and victimizers because of the 
frustration that stéms from’ 
high unemployment, and 
hopelessness that pervade the 
urban ghetto. 

A Harvard University Psy- 
chiatry Professor Alvin Pous- 
sant suggests in his book, 
“Why Blacks Kill Blacks,” that 
such violence is a manifesta- 
tioin of self-hatred and 
repressed-rage, which he says, 
is arefiection of hating oneself. 

“Violence can be a ‘potent 
drug for the oppressed, per- 
son,” he says. “Reacting to the 
futility of his life, an individual 
derives an ultimate sense of 
power when he hoids the fate 
of anotver human being.in his 
hands.” 

Dr. Maureen S. Black, clini- 
cal psychologist at the Central 
“Ohio Psychiatric Hospital, 
said: “The majority of Blacks 
have access and exposure only_ 
to other Blacks.” 

Dr. Black said when one acts 
out impulsively in response to 
a provocative situation, he or 
she is more likely to be in the‘ 
presence of a family member, a 
loved one or friend (whois also 
Black). 

She suggested gh Blacks; 
need to focus on self improve-' 
ment in terms of their socio- 
economic statuses. Dr. Black 
explained that Blacks need to 
understand the American cul= 


_ture and the concept of ‘Capi-._© 
‘talism” as it relates to eco- 


nomic development and 
stability as a race of people, 
rather than existing-only as a 
subculture. 

“As the percentage of eco- 
nomically deprived Blacks 
increases, the crime rate 
increases," she said. “Due toall 
of the major variales, which 
impede Black progress in 
American society, and the real- 
ization of their dream and aspi- 
ration. many Blacks have a 
high4evet of frustration -and-a 
low tolerance level.”

said: “We have delayed an all-. 
out attack on this problem for 
too long. Historically, we have 
been taught not to value Black 
life. We take each other's. life 
very quickly.” 

Dr. Ross said, “The second 
reason is that certain types of 
crimes are related to problems 
the low-income people are 
facing.” 

Those’ crimes, he said, are 
precipitated by the fact that 
unemployed people continue 
to lead a life of crime..“We 
could prabably head off a sig- 
nificant percentage of the 
crimes if brothers and sisters 
were educated and socialized 


to have greatér respect for/ 


Black life. We need to separat 

sthe causes of our problems 
from the solutions.” 

Dr. Ross said, ‘We must 
institute programs and activi- 
ties to solve our problems.” 

Dr. Williams Nelson, chair- 
man of Black Studies Depart- 
ment, Ohio State University, 
said, “Black-on-Black crimes, 
stem from the fact that Black 
people relate more closely to 
Blacks the same way they doto 
none Blacks. So, the possibility 
of serious conflict between one 
Black person and another 
exists most highly.” 

Dr. Nelson explained that 
given the social environment 
much Black crimes exist 
because of the tension in the 
Black community. He said the 
tension grows out of the Black 
community by the larger 
society. 

“Much of this Black violence 
is a reaction to oppression and 
disorganized environment to 
which Brick people ‘don't have 
any control,” Nelson said. 

He said, “If we want to 
reduce Black-on-Black crimés, 
then we must change the 
env onmental circumstances 
under which Black people are 
forced to live. Statistics on 
Black-on-Black crimes are 
directly related to the extraor- 
dinary dropout rates of Black 
students from high school, and 
also the high rate of unem- 
ployment from the psycholog- 
ical/frustration they grow out 
from, the inability tomaintaina 
peaceful family life.” 

Nelson said, “Black people 
are like any other people. They 
fespond to the environment. If 


we can_upgrade the socio- 


economic environment.of the 
Black people, then we can 
eliminate much of the violence 
that takes place in that 
community.” 

Frank Holtzhaer, chief of the 
division of Epidemiology, Ohio 
Department of Health, said: 

“We are studying homicide and 
violent assaults in Cleveland, 
Columbus and Dayton. And 
when we look at “Productive 
Years Of Life Loss,” homicide 
ranks fourth nationally and in 
Ohio. We are trying to look at 
Black-on-Black homicides, 
too.” ° 

Holtzhaer said. Black-on- 
Black homicides are dispro- 
portionately high. “Homicide is 
the leading cause of death 
among people who are 15 to 30

.. Necessary .To Cateh The AIDS 


Virus? Or. Slaff says nel To use a 
simpel analogy, he says that every 
new partner represents a “rolling 
of the dice.’ With each new partner 
representing a possible source of 
_infection, it is not surprising that 
‘people with a large number of sex- 
ual partners are more likely to have: 
the AIDS virus than those with a 
small number of partners. This is 
not due to the cumulative effect of 
sex with “too many partners.” 
Instead, it is due to-the increased 
possibility of having sex with the 
“wrong partner.” 

Are Many Female Prostitutes 
infected, and Are They a Riek to 
their Customers? Absolutely, says 
Dr. Slaff. Contact with prostitutes 
is a risk factor for AIDS virus infec- 
tion all over the world! A study of 


Rwanda (Africa) prostitutes 
showed that 88% were infected. In 
Miami, 40% of a group of prosti- 
tutes was infected. Many prosti- 
tutes in large metropolitan areas 
are infected with contaminated 
. needies. In the metropolitan New 
York City area, there are an esti- 
mated 100,000 to 200,000 intrav- 
enous drug abusers -- all potential 
sources for AIDS infection. : 
Even more disturbing in terms of 


the spread_of the virus, Dr. Slaff 


says, is that these individyals do 
not realize that they might infect 
others, Current data indicate that 
5 to 20% of infected individuals will 
develop full-blown AIDS within 
five years, and an additional 25% 
will develop AIDS Related Com- 
plex, some of whom will develop 
full-blown AIDS subsequently. 

How Accurate Is Current Public 
Service Information? The authors 
say much Confusion still exists. Dr. 
Slatf and co-author John Bru- 
baker recently wrote to Governor 
Mario.Cuomo af NewYork after. 
seeing a reprint of the New York 
Health Department's pamphiet on 
AIDS in a New York City news- 

_paper. They pointed out that the 
pamphlet’s emphasis was on the 
wrong subject. Instead of concen- 
trating on “catching AIDS,” they 
said the emphasis should be on 
halting ios spread of the AIDS 
virus. They advised Governor 
Cuomo: 

“The huge majority of infected 
individuals do not become 
infected by someone with full- 
blown AIDS. They become 

_ infected from sexual contactor the 
sharing of a contaminated needie 
with a symptomiess carrier of the 
AIDS virus. Let's not continue to 
focus on those unfortunate indi- 
viduals with full-blown AIDS as a 
threat to the gublic health. Let's 
make it quite clear that the ongo- 
ing problem of this epidemic is the 
continued spread of the virus from 
symptomiess carrier to the (pre- 
viously) uninfected.” 

The authors also took exception 
.to New York State's emphasis on 
“high-risk” groups, such as gays, 
as the primary source of the AIDS 
virus epidemic. They wrote Gov- 
ernor Cuomo: “We know that AIDS 


is spreading within the heterosex— 


ual population. The only question 
is how fast and how widely.” 
(emphasis supplied)

Speaking of the financial 
assistance given the store by 


‘the city, Portman said: “We've 


stuck our necks out as far as we 
can go on this thing. It's not 
going to succeed.” 

Council President Jerry 
Hammond, contacted by tele- 
phone Monday, expressed 
skepticism that Singletary will 
be able to save his ailing 
business. 

“| have not been privy to 
Rick's plans,” Hammond said,

Singletary indicated that he 
still feels that a lack of support 
from the Black community 
contributed to the store's 
difficulties.

Alabama outlawed the NAACP. 
In response, a group of minis- 
ters in Birmingham, under the 
leadership of Shuttlesworth, 
organized the Alabama Chris- 
tian Movement for Human, 
Rights. - 


Later, Shuttlesworth was a 
key member of Dr. King's inner 
circle at the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference. 

According to a biographical 
sketch supplied by Shuttles- 
worth, he twice was the target 
of bombing attacks, was 
beaten by. racists, jailed more 
than 25 times, and involved in 
more than 36 criminal and civil 
court actions. . 

In. 1960, the clergyman was 
sued for $3.5 million and 
stripped.of all his personal 


property. 

As president of thie ACMHR, 
Shuttlesworth, speaking of the 
outlawing of the NAACP, said: 
“They can outlaw an organiza- 
tion, but they cannot outlaw 
the movement of a people 
determined to be free.” The 
sentiments embodied in those
